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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed April 10, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In regards to independent claims 1 and 18, Examiner maintains the position that 
the Goedeke reference clearly teaches an event marker comprising a date and time 
stamp (see for example col. 14 lines 1-5), in which the marker is capable of indicating a 
detected event related to a sensed electrical activity (see for example col. 10 lines 66- 
67, col. 11 lines 1-4, col. 11 lines 63-66 and col. 12 lines 1-8). Hence, Examiner 
disagrees with Applicant's argument that Goedeke teaches away from the use of 
marker as claimed. 

In regards to claims 12 and 25, Examiner maintains the position that the Owen et 
al. reference is teaching of the use various compression algorithms that are well known 
in the art (see for example col. 22 lines 29-49). Similarly, in regards to claims 14 and 
26, Huffman encoding is a, compression algorithm that is well known in the art, in which 
Owen et al. teaches of the use of well known compression algorithms. 

In regards to claims 13 and 27, Examiner maintains the position that 
compression techniques that result in lossless compression do not necessarily teach 
away from reducing the sampling rate to compress data. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-10, 16-23 and 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Amely-Velez (U.S. 2002/0107550) in view of Bocek et al. (U.S. 
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Patent No. 5,578,063), and further in view of Goedeke (U.S. Patent No. 5,904,708) as 
discussed above and as applied in the previous Office Action of January 12, 2006. 

3. Claims 11-15 and 24-27 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Amely-Velez (U.S. 2002/0107550) in view of Bocek et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,578,063) and Owen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,427,083), and further in view of Goedeke 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,904,708) as applied to claims 1-10, 16-23 and 28-31 above and as 
discussed in the previous Office Action of January 12, 2006.
